SUBJECT: Weather Cryptographic Equipment

1. This headquarters had reviewed the cryptographic requirements 
for the handling of classified weather traffic in the event of an e- 
mergency. Accordingly, it is requested that the following action be 
initiated : 

a. 800 copies of WB-10-61 and WB- 10-62 be produced and 
placed in war reserve for immediate shipment in the event of an emer- 
gency and for such stockpiling at Registered Publications Sections of 
this Service as exigencies may demand. 

b. 250 Converter M-228-M's (Short Title* SIGHUAD) or 
equivalent device be rehabilitated for such immediate shipment as re- 
quirements may demand; that an additional 350 be earmarked to be made 
available within six (6) months to the advent of an emergency. 

c. Requirements for key lists and rotors will be forwarded 
upon completion of area weather central and dissemination plans. 

2. Action has been taken through supply channels to insure the 
availability of M-131-B2 subsets for Converter M-228-M’s set forth 
in paragraph lb. 

3. These requirements will in no way abrogate or nullify re- 

quirements expressed in letter, AACS 413*44/21, dated 27 March 1947, 
Sxibject: "Cryptographic Facsimile Equipment for Transmission of 

Classified Weather Traffic" or letter, AACS 131, dated 22 March 1948, 
Subject* "Budget for Fiscal Tear 1950 - Cryptomaterial."
